THE “ PHYSICAL FORCE FALLACY. . 
LAURENCE HOUSMAN. Part 
(Previous articles appeared on February 11th and. 18th.) . 


““We-come now to the argument which the physical ‘force 


theorists seek to draw from these very unstable premises, 


namely, that as women “cannot fight,” therefore they must 


not vote. An@ just, as we found that their definition of the 


modern State broke down on examination, so shall we find 
that their implied definition of 2 modern army has very little 
relation to anything that exists in the present day. In primi- 
tive, and even in later times, an army was really ‘and truly - 


- eomposed of nothing but fighting men (with occasionally a 
picked body of fighting women thrown in); its sustenance 


was drawn from the country through which it ravaged its 
way, or consisted in the fat of the slain left upon the stricken 
field. Your savage warrior, that is to say, depended in the . 


last resort on killing ¢ his enemy in order to. obtain his supper. 


But the conscience of civilized man no longer permits us to. 
wage war on such physically economical lines, so savage a 
breed of blood being incempatible with the life of a civilized 
community.. Yet we have at. the same time not stinted to 
multiply and to increase the efficiency of our killing appara-. 


tus, with the curious economic result that-for every enemy 


alain we have to incur an expenditure of £1,000 or upwards, 
while “quite as: many are killed accidentally by disease 
ag intentionally by bullet.* And the organisation which we 
have thus produced demands for its existence a proportion of - 
non-combatants to. combatants which can certainly never be 


’ leas than five to one ; for at the back of every combatant we 


have a whole string of workers through whose exertions alone 


- hhe-is able to take the field; and so it may truly be said that 


the application of his pliysical force at any given point de-. 
pends quite as much on theirconsentasonhis. Our military 
organisation, it: fact, has developed just es our civil organisa- 


s tion has done, «nd depends for its working not on mere physi- 


cal force, but on an economic combination which draws upon 
the whole community for its supplies; and (failing moral 
revulsion) it is economic and not. physical exhaustion which 


: nowadays brings wars to an.end. 


Now this dependence of an army on its rear has i in the last 


fifty years enormously incréased. Fifty years ago we loaded 


our guns through the muzzle ; we now load them through the 
breech. And as with our fire darnis, ‘so with our armies— 
For that reason alone, 


be fighters : hare is @ weapon loaded from the rear, ‘and 
women as well as méh-are the loaders of it ; and women, even 


more than men, are the cleaticrs ‘of it it becomes fouled 


through much fichting. Not only, then, has this increasing

3 long-distance fighting has on the contrary tended to. make 
such service more possible. 


The real question, therefore, that 
wo have;to meet is: where in.a wisely conducted State can 
the service of women’ be most economically and effectively: 
employed during war? And if it béfeund that in the rear

Women’s Battlefield. < 

It is audits true that society has come to the conclusion thet 
woman can be better employed for the common good away 
from the fighting-line. In motherhood she has a battlefield © 
of her own, where she also risks her life: but no one there- 
fore suggests that she alone has sufficient responsibility for’ 
home legislation ; nor is any attempt made so to divide our 
Legislature, that women, excluded from foreign affairs, may 
have at least an equal share in all-that relates to internal 
government. Yet in a very real sense the “ ultimate physical 
force ” in the internal economy of the State lies in the hands 
of women. You cannot make women the mothers of live, 
sane, and healthy stock against their will; their power of 


life and ,death in that connection: is. too absolute for man’s 


control ; and continuous physical compulsion. on his part. 
would only defeat his end. Of the two extreme powers in- 
herent ‘in the State—to kill and to make alive—the latter 
rests ‘ to*“an enormously preponderating extent with the 
women, ‘and it is the more essential of the two. ‘That 
is an economic force which must always defeat the mere 


physical if the two are ever to be brought into conflict. Your 


physieal force theorists take their outlook over a. soviety 


where motherhood has remained quiescent, and suibmissive ; Te 


but were motherhood to rise in revolt against the pressure of ~ 
unequal laws, then “all the king’s horses and all the one a. 
men” would be powerless against it. 

What physical force, however, be to. cure, 
social instinct will prevent; and it is by the quickening of 
social instinct, and not by physical force, that the higher 
values of womanhood are gradually obtaining their recogni- 
tion in the State. Social instinct taught men quite early . 
that the State could better afford to lose its males in warthan 
ity women ; and the withdrawal of the latter from the fighting- 
line was - direct recognition that they had a higher value 
elsewhere. But what has hecome’quite wisely. law cf 
nations is not necessarily a law of nature; and, as a matter 
of fact, whenever a nation ig in extremis the rules laid down

HISTORY OF THE SUFFRAGE MOVEMENT ; 


By SYLVIA PANKHURST. 
| XLV.—Fifty-five Women Sent to Prison. 
ae week’s chapter dealt with the first Women’s Parliament 
in the Caxton Hail on February 13, 1907, and showed how-the 


women who mazched out to canty to the Prime Minister a reso- 


lution demanding‘ the enfranchisement of their sex were’ 


_ driven away from the House of Commons by the mounted police. 


In the struggle that ensued many of the women were injured and 
fifty-nine arrests were made. 

Next morning all the world was talking of ‘the mélée, and in 
the newspapers there were long accounts and startling head- 
lines describing the scenes that had taken place. These were, 
in the main, tavourable to the women, tor, though there were 
still many who neither admitted the extreme urgency of the 
case for-Women’s Suffrage nor the need for the militant, tactics 


the vote were to be obtained, still, public opinion. was fairly 


unanimous. in the Government for the violent mea- 


sures it had employed to suppress. the women’s demonstration. 


At ten o'clock on Thursday morning, January 14, the 57 


women and the two men who had been arrested on the 


‘previous day. appeared at the Westminster Police Court. The 
women were put together in one of the side rooms, where the 
policemen -who had arrested them came and picked them out. 
For most of the women this was a first visit to the police court. 
They were all determined to make the best of it, and both police 
and Suffragettes seemed anxious.to dwell upon the humorous

tives to give them their ‘‘ Votes for Women’’ buttons, some on 
the plea that they wished to give them to their wives, others -

Dear Member and of the Wonen' Social and 


may be that I‘ shall have no for some time to 


come of speaking to ‘you. As this paper goes to press it is 
known that I am to have the honour of leading the deputation 


of the Women’s Social and Political Union to the House of 
Commons on Wednesday. It is impossible, as I write, to fore- 
cast with any certainty what may happen. Mr. Asquith may sve 
the deputation. If he refuses to do so, the women who have 


taken their place upon that deputation may be in prison even — 


before this. paper comes into your hands. I am therefore taking 


the precaution of writing a series of letters to tell you all that 
I hope and wish for this movement, so that if I should be re- 


moved from sight or from sound of you, my voice may still speak 
to you of the desires that are in my heart. I feel that in a 


~ letter I can come into closer personal touch with you than I 


could by means of an ordinary article. I know so well by re- 
membrance of what I have felt, myself when our comrades hare 
been in prison, that if my companions and I are arrested you 


will long to send us word of comfort and cheer, You will Say, 


“Oh, if I could only do something for those who at present sit 


in the loneliness and shadow whilst I — in the light of the 


great free world.”

this paper reaches your hands, I am going to tell you what you

Long before the appointed time for the meeting’ the Caxton 
Hall was. filled with women taking part in the Women’s Parlia- 
ment on Wednesday; while in the streets outside there was 
evidence of the intense interest that. prevailed. — When: the 
leaders of the movement filed on to the platform the feeling * was 
intense, the enthusiasm which is always aroused by mulitant 
action being evident throughout the whole of the gathering. 
Little time was lost with preliminary proceedings., The follow-

About. 7.50, whilst the stream of eager but late eaitiie was 
still continuing, the strains of the “ Marseillaise,” played by 
the band in the Hall, wereclearly heard as ithe inner doors were 
opened, and, amid cheers and applause from those who crowded 
the approaches to the Hall, the deputation, headed by Mrs. 
Pethick Lawrence, appeared at the top of the steps. Imme- 


diately, a rear of cheers and cries of “ Bravo, women!” went 


up from the crowd, which broke through the police line and 
began to run beside the deputation ag it advanced at a quick 
march towards Great Chapel Street. 

Then, with startling suddenness, constables Pa from 
every direction, and in an instant the little group of women 
was swallowed from sight ‘by a.mass of: police closing in on 
them and hemming them into the one spot. 


For two or three minutes nothing could be seen but the forest 
of swaying helmets, around which surged an .excited crowd - 
cheering the women .and “ booing” the police.

Freedom League last week to present the case for enfranchisement 
to the Prime Minister in person, resulting in the arrest of 
nearly thirty women, among whom'‘was Mrs, Despard. — 

A preliminary meeting took place in the Portman Rooms on 
Wedriésday evening (February 17), when it was decided that dele- 
gates from branches of the Leagué all over the country should call 
upon ube Prime Minister on the following morning at Downing 
Street. 

On Thursday morning a members’ meeting was held in Caxton 
Hall, after which a number of women marched into Victoria 
Street carrying banners and copieS of the following resolution :—
